The bears may be said, however,
to have a little the best of the situation
During the month of June there were 161
wells completed in the New York,
Pennsylvania and West Virginia fields
This is 22 less than in May, but the new
production is 9,578 barrels, or 1,78 more
than in May. There was alsoa decrease of
15 in the number of dry holes. The South-
west is responsible for the increase in new
production.

Although it bad two less completed wells
n June than in May, its new prodaction in-

rensed 2427 barreis. The averave of
Eh:- nez" wells in the South-
woest was. T8  barrels, while that
o’ all the flelds was only 783, as azainst
57 barrels in May. The new wells and the
new prodoction in Butler and Armstrong
have fallen off almost 30 per oent, while
